ENROLLMENT ON 
FRST DAY 79,099 


1266 Below Last Year, 

' But Hickey Predicts 
Census Next Week Will 
Show Rise. 


The public schools had an 
opening day enrollment of 79,099 
yesterday, a decrease of 1266 
from last year’s first-day figure, 
Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey announced 
today. 

The bad weather contributed 
somewhat to the lower total, he 
said, and he predicted the grade- 
by-grade census next week. would 
shov a slight increase over last 


ar. 

Percentagewise, the teachers 
and junior colleges showed the 
The 
two institutions enrolled 833 stu- 
dents for a decline of 395 from 
the previous year, or 32 per cent. 
Much of the decline resulted from 
opportunities to obtain better 
paying jobs in industry, as well 
as the draft and enlistments in 
the armed services, Hickey said. 

High schools, with an attend- 
ance of 14,239, were down by 733 
students while technical high 
schools, with 2859, enrolled 163 
fewer students. Only elementary 
schools, with a total figure of 
61,168, were 26 pupils ahead of 
last year. 

There were 55,327 white stu- 
dents and 23,772 Negroes in the 
public school system. 


Increase in Catholic Schools. 


Catholic elementary schools re- 
ported an enrollment of 29,078 
students in the city, a slight in- 
crease over last year, and an en- 
rollment of 18,512 in St. Louis 
county, also an increase. 

Elementary schools in the St. 

Louis Archdiocese as a _ whole, 
which includes some _ out-state 
schools as well as those in the 
city and county, reported enroll- 
ment of 58,652, an increase of 
about 1800. 
Catholic high schools in the St. 
Louis area had an estimated 4687 
students on the first day of school. 
Private Catholic elementary 
schools reported about 450 stu- 
dents, an increase of 50. 

There were 6250 students en- 
rolled in private Catholic high 
schools. 

Lutheran elementary schools in 
the city reported about 3000 stu- 
dents, an increase of 200. County 
Lutheran schools had about 2400 
students, an increase of 300, and 
Lutheran High School had a ca- 
pacity enrollment of 626, an in- 
crease of 10. 

Revised Tuition Rates. 


A revised schedule of tuition 
rates for out-of-town students at- 
tending St. Louis schools was 
presented to the auditing and 
supplies committee of the. Board 
of Education yesterday by Audi- 
tor Thor W. Bruce. 

The committee, which ap- 
proved the new schedule calling 
for increases in tuition in most 
divisions, will send the recom- 
mendations to the board for. final 
action. The new tuition rates 
would affect county students if 
they are permitted to enroll in 
city schools. 

Tuition in high schools is 
raised to $334 for the school year 
from last year’s $306 and in 
elementary schools to $206 from 
the previous $194. Tuition in 
technical high schools would be 
$372, compared to $325 last year, 
in teachers’ colleges $469 from 
$369, in schools for the physical- 
ly handicapped, $854 from $817. 

Other tuition changes are: 
Schools for the deaf, $990 from 
$929; sthools for individual in- 
struction, $298 from $275; open 
air schools, $522 from $425; sight 
conservation schools, $304 from 
$389; speech correction and hard 
of hearing, $27 from $29, and 
adult education, $32 from $33. 

Bruce said the revised tuition 
charges are based on actual cost 
of education of each pupil last 
year. The board is now consid- 
ering ending the practice of ac- 
cepting .students from suburban 
districts on a tuition basis.

Audit Uncovering Grow- 
ing Loss in Jefferson 
City Motor Vehicle

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 5— 
A shortage in the accounts of the 
Jefferson City branch office of 
the State Bureau of Motor Ve- 
hicle Registration will amount to 
between $2509 and $3000 instead 
of $800, as originally estimated, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Director G. H. Bates, of the 
State Department of Revenue, 
said that an audit of the office’s 
books which still is in progress 
indicated that the amount of the 
loss was mounting. 

The shortage was discovered 
last July 18 after Leland Mitchell, 
braneh cashier, resigned, inform- 
ing O. B. Curtis, supervisor of 
motor vehicle registration, that 
“someone had stolen $600 from 
the cash box.” It then was dis- 
covered that $200 had vanished 
from the cash box the previous 
January. 

Crrtis reported that Mitchell 
told him he had given personal 
checks to cover the $600 shortage 
and subsequently destroyed rec- 
ords covering automobile sales 
tax payments for an equivalent 
amount. Mitchell denied using 
any of the money for his own 
purposes and disclaimed any 
knowledge of the other $200, Cur- 
tis stated. 

Bates said today he suspects 
that more than one person was 
involved in the shortage. 


$17,198 TAX LIEN

An income tax lien for $17,198 
against Louis H. (Champ) Mitch- 
ell, formerly operator of' a num- 
ber of retail credit stores, was 
filed in the Recorder of Deeds 
office in Clayton today. 

The lien, filed by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, was for 
taxes in connection with Mitch- 
ell’s 1950 earnings.

“Immediately following the state- 
ments on.behalf of the two spon- 
soring governments, which shall 
not exceed one-hour each, each 
other delegation may make a 
statement, in no case to exceed 
one hour, with reference to the 
Aug. 13, 1951, text of the treaty 
of peace with Japan When a 
delegation has made this state- 
ment that delegation may not be 
heard again on the subject until 
all other delegations as yet not 

heard shall have had the oppor- 
tunity to make a statement.” 


The article goes on further to 
provide “that if a statement by 
any delegation puts questions to 
another delegation, that other del- 
egation, immediately upon conclu- 
sion of the statement, may have 
not to exceed five minutes to 
answer.” 

There is provision, however, for 
delegations to “submit and cir- 
culate relevant written statements 
which may, with the approval of 
the presiding officer, be incorpo- 
rated into the permanent record.” 


Once all the delegations have 
been heard, “then the conference 
shall decide as to what, if any, 
further statements shall be per- 
mitted and under what condi- 
tions,” the rules declared. 

There will be no breaking into 
another speaker’s remarks, either. 
Article 19 states: 

“No delegate or representative 
may address the conference with- 
out having previously been recog- 
nized by the presiding officer. 
The presiding officer shall have 
the power to call a speaker to 
order and if the speaker does not 
conform, shall terminate his rec- 
ognition and call upon the next 
speaker.” 

The proposed rules ~— provide 
that Acheson will preside “until 
the conference elects a perma- 
nent president.” 

Gromyko grimly heard the 
President Truman’s challenge at 
the conference opening last night.

LONDON, Sept. 5 — Foreign 
Secretary Herbert Morrison

The British atti- 
tude is that the sponsors should 
refrain from unseemly haste and 
take more time at the conference, 
if necessary, so all participants 
will have an opportunity to make 
their views known.

He 
borrowed a pencil from a re- 
porter, stuck his program in front 
of Gromyko and asked for his 
autograph. 

Gromyko smiled and signed the 
program. 

“It’s an old custom,” he said in 
English. 

As Gromyko left the Opera 
House, site of the speech, he was 
intercepted by Mrs. Charles 
Hutchins of San Francisco, -who 
also asked for his autograph. 

Gromyko was going on by Mrs. 
Hutchins but she said “You prom- 
ised it to me when you came in— 
you wouldn’t break a promise?” 

Gromyko, unsmiling this time, 
scrawled his signature below that 
of Adm.

The . reported violence is 
mieroscopic percentage-wise, con- 
sidering the vast numbers in- 
volved. I won't tell you every 
American soldier spends idle 
hours thumbing his Bible or 
studying flower life, but there is 
generally as much chance of 
finding a tavern and a girl in 
Korea as there is of finding an 
air-conditioned night club in the 
Sahara desert. The overwhelm- 
ing number of soldfers live 
morally clean. 

Answers to Charges. 

Let me answer some of the 
charges being carelessly kicked 
around. 


Charge: American soldiers are 
forcing themselves on Korean 
women. 

Defense: Near the front you 
seldom find any womén. Behind 
the front, rape cases do outnum- 
ber those stateside, percentage- 
wise. But consider, thousands of 
these growing boys haven’t had a 
normal date for a year. Most 
Americans wouldn’t touch a 
Korean woman. The fine Korean 
girls simply do not attract 
Americans; and this is also true 
the other way around. 

Charge: We show no respect 
for property. 

Defense: Partly correct. A com- 
bat company in the line for 
months passes a half-blitzed build- 
ing, lifts a chair and-table. It is 
a lovely luxury for an infantry- 
man, after long foxhole resi- 
dence; to sit on a chair and pen 
his letter home on a table.

The second report, however, deals with rub- 
‘ber put aside against a possible future defense 
emergency. Of this there is not nearly enough. 
Federal officials do not say how many tons they

tigators say they are 80 per cent short of their 
intentions. ; 

This is an alarming situation. Wars cannot be 
fought without considerable natural rubber. An 


_-e@mergenay would leave the giant American in- 


dustrial machine short very quickly, unless the 
supply of natural rubber could: be stepped up, 
and most of that supply lies thousands of, Miles 
away, in Southeast Asia. e. 
The Government has done a good job with 
, synthetic production. The National Production 
Authority has put controls on nearly every rub- 
ber item from tile flooring to tires and golf 
balls. But it obviously has not had the toughness 
to cut into civilian consumption far enough to 
make certain of meeting the stockpile goal. 
About the only way that goal can be met is to 
limit non-essential consumption. 

In a year the Senate has issued three reports 
on rubber reserves, all critical. Surely the third 
warning will awaken the NPA and other agen- 
cies to the need of a hard-boiled rubber-control 
program. 


The choice is not difficult. When the nation 


understands it needs natural rubber for future 
tank treads, it will easily do with less bounce in 
golf balls.

The foregoing phraseology would also carry 
the flattering implication that the recipient had 


enough sense to look in the hall closet for the .

This very fact may be used in San Francisco 
by nations ready to argue that they should not 
forego reparations so long as the Japanese are 
better fed than their own peoples.

an economic collapse. 

Statesmanship, American statesmanship espe- 
cially, must look toward such a grim possibility. 
That is the only way of preventing it. Any con- 
sideration of the problem underscores the im- 
portance of a long-range economic aid program.

One of the powers of the St. Louis Board of 
Election Commissioners is to make readjust- 
ments in the boundary lines of the seven State 
Senate and 18 State Representative districts. 
This is reasserted to the board by Attorney

It is a wise grant of authority and it should 
be used in “the best interest of the voting pub- 
lic” Every census shows changes in population.

They are entitled to know which blocks 
of residents they may gain, which they may lose. 
The board should get this work under way 
promptly so there will be plenty of notice to all 
concerned.

The radioactivity bombs can be 
made out of the radioactive

bombs, They are not very effec- 
tive military weapons. But they 
have possibilities as psychological 
weapons. 

Biological or germ warfare 
weapons are in a different class. 
They will never wipe out large 
populations. But they can make 
large groups ill, or frighten them 
so = the will to fight is weak- 
ened.

Soviet “justice” Is in the hands 
of a state within a state, the MVD, 
which succeeded the dread NKVD. 
The MVD is like an octopus. It 
has its awn troops, issues its own 
currency in camps, and makes its 
own laws. It not only sees to it 
that the slave labor pool is con- 
stantly filled. It also plans giant 
projects — the great Volga-Don 
canal is an example—and then 
assigns its slave labor to jobs. 


In other cases the MVD “hires 
out” slave labor from its camps to 
other state organizations at a 
profit to the MVD. This slave 
labor is the foundation of the Red 
economy. The MVD never stops 
looking for recruits to replace 
camp ranks thinned by death. 

It is easy to fall into MVD 
hands and into what in five out 
of 10 cases is a sentence of slow 
death. Take the case of a man 
whom I will call Gregori. (He 
still lives in Russia.) He was de- 
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number of people he denounces. 

Gregori was arrested arbitrarily 
and had no chance to defend him- 
self. Soviet prisoners rarely re- 
fuse to “confess.” (There is no 
evidence of drugging, it is more 
a mental injection of a guilt com- 
plex.) 

Gregori. was sentenced under 
Article 28 of the Soviet penal code 
which provides that sentences of 
more than three years must be 
served in “corrective labor camps” 
in virtually every case. In lesser 
cases people sentenced to as littld 
as three months also can be sent 
to labor camps. After you onte 
have served you never are really 
free. Liberated, you must scrounge 
for menial jobs and cannot take a 
“responsible” position without 
MVD on. You can never 
revisit your former home, The 
police are your eternal masters, 

You have to be no older than 
12 to be sent to a labor camp. 
Gregori saw children that age 
camps only because their parents 
had died, leaving them wards of 
the state. : 

Gregori was shipped to Kara- 
ganda, Russia’s most notorious 
concentration camp, to serve a 
three-year sentence. It was eight 
years before he came back. The 
MVD reserves the “privilege” of 
deciding whether a prisoner 
should be “detained” for a longer 
period than his original sentence.

Facts on ‘Wonder Drugs’ 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


WO wrong ideas about the 
antibiotics — penicillin, strep- 
tomycin, aureomycin, chloro- 
mycetin, terramycin, bacitracin, 
and others—are widely prevalent. 
First, many people consider 
these “wonder drugs’ as harmless- 
ly able to do everything in treat- 


ing disease. They think: a person 


is sick, therefore he needs a 
“wonder drug.” Furthermore, 
since few people other than doc- 
tors know of their harmful side 
effects, they are generally 
thought to be harmless. There- 
fore, why bother having the doc- 
tor prescribe them—just get a 
“wonder drug” for Harry’s ill- 
ness or to spread on the skin dis- 


ease. 

Actually, like other. effective 
treatments, the antibiotics are 
two-edged tools, with one edge 
they can cure certain diseases 
while with the other edge they 
can harm the patient. It is your 
physician’s business to know 
these harmful potentialities so as 
to avoid them or lessen the 
chance of harm occurring. For 
this reason, most druggists sell 
antibiotics only on prescription.

ALTHOUGH THE “wonder 
drugs” are wonderful in the sense 
of being agents which kill cer- 
tain bacteria and thus curing 
diseases which could not be cured 
before, they cannot do everything. 
Furthermore, different antibiotics 
affect different groups of germs 
as well as having different harm- 
ful properties. Therefore, the se- 
lection of the one most likely to 
help in a given situation requires 
knowledge of their actions. Only 
a physician has this knowledge. 

The second wrong idea is that 
the antibiotics are too costly. This 
idea is faulty in the sense of -be- 
ing short-sighted. True, a bottle 
of 16 capsules costs $9 to $15 and 
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you may need two or three bottles 

for a given illness. That means 

spending as much as $27 to $45 

ai an antibiotic. This seems 
gh. 

However, consider what you 
save. Without an antibiotic, a 
mastoid operation might be nec- 
essary in a child's ear infection. 
Including hospitalization costs 
without a pre-pay plan, such an 
operation could run into several 
hundred dollars. 

® 

OR, REMEMBER what hap- 
pened in pneumonia before the 
antibiotics? A heavy cold, a shak- 
ing chill and soaring 
pain in the chest, and 
weeks hospitalization. The suffer- 
er was severely ill. He was off 
the job for two months. Now, 
with $20 or $30 worth of anti- 


biotics, the disease is stopped | 


cold in two or three days and the 
man is back to work a week 
and a half. Although the anti- 
biotic seems to cost a lot, it saves 
money by shortening illness and 
avoiding prolonged hospital ex- 
penses. And most important, these 
substances save lives. 

' The initial cost of a drug is al- 
ways higher than it becomes later 
on, These antibiotics. are initially 
very costly because of the basic 
research, the raw materials, the 


building of a pilot plant, the clin- | 


ical testing, and then the build- 
ing of a production plant—about, 
$5,000,000 worth of effort to bring 
it into your drug store or to your 
doctor. 

Later, after some of these ini- 
tial expenses have been amor- 
tized, the drugs cost less. ‘For in- 
stance, penicillin now costs one- 
forty-fourth of its initial price; 
streptomycin costs about one- 
thirty-fifth of its original price; 
and cortisone: about one-seventh 
its initial price.

In Soviet Russia one hears re- 
ports day after day about the 
fate and the whereabouts of those 
who have been swallowed by the 
“system.” Where are they? 

First, there are the huge state: 
projects like the Volga-Don canal, 
the Kakhovka power project on 
the Dnieper river, the Stalingrad 
and Kuybyshev dams, the Turk- 
menian canal and the Ukrainian 
and North Crimean canals.- 

Besides Karagatida (a province 
sometimes called “a concentra- 
tion camp without walls,” it is so 
vast) and Kolyma, one frequently 
hears about Ukhta-Pechora, north 
of the Arctic Circle, and Nak- 
hodka, near Vladivostok. 

Once the camps mostly were in 
east Russia. Today they are 
spreading west toward European 
Russia. The reason is obvious. 
In 1929 there were probably no 
more than 200,000 slave labor- 
ers. Today the number is between 
8,000,000 and 12,000,000. 

In 1929 there were the kulaks, 
in 1936 the purge trials, in 1940 
the “foreigners” from Latvia, 
Estonia, Lithuania and other “con- 
quered lands.” Today it is anyone 
hone dares oppose the Stalin sys- 
em. 

The Soviet state is intent — it ' 
almost seems like a mania—upon 
creating great physical monu- 
ments to itself. Everywhere there 
are dams, canals, bridges, harbors. 

These, it truly has been said, 
are mgnuments to the memories

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HYDE PARK. 
HE young people in the Dem- 
ocratic party in New York 
state are holding a political 
institute from Sept. 6 through 
Sept. 9, which is open to all 
young voters regardless of party. 

These young Democrats hope 
to give fellow New Yorkers an 
understanding of Government af- 
fairs through discussion with 
Democratic officials. They will 
show documentary films, and, of 
course, movies of sports and so- 
cial events for variety. This insti- 
tute will be held at Syracuse 
University. 

The Democratic party feels 
that young people must learn to 
take an active part in their Gov- 
ernment. Otherwise, quite natur- 
ally, control will fall into the 
hands of older people and also 
of such people as are willing to 
make it a profession, whereas in 
our country every citizen’ should 
find his place in his party and 
work in the organization. 

There is, I am told, an increas- 
ing number of independents, 
people who do not join any po- 
litical party. I would like to 
emphasize that they lose out on 


having something to say ‘about 
the people who are nominated for 
office, since they can work only 
through nonpartisan organiza- 
tions. I would alniost rather see 
people join a party and frankly 
tell that party they may not al- 
ways vote for the candidates 
unless the candidates are as good 
if not better than the opposition 
candidates. 
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SEPT. 27 is Democratic Wom- 
en’s Day and on that day every 
woman in the party is asked to 
give to the financial support of 
the party, through her local or- 
ganization. 

More and more these days 
women have money of their own 
to spend — money they have 
earned, money that their hus- 
bands have given them to spend 
for the household or for: their 
own interests, and money they 
have inherited. Organizations and 
industries are convinced that 
women are worth much adver- 
tising directed at them exclu- 
sively, but when it comes to their 
political interests women seem to 
be very poor subscribers. 

Apparently, they think the sup- 


port of the women’s work within 
the party should be done by men. 
It seems to me they fail to realize 
that sometimes“the voice of the 
women should be an independent 
voice, a voice that speaks out for 
women and is not just the echo 
of the men’s organization. 

This will never be possible, 
however, until the women do not 
merely subscribe on the general 
men’s subscription list, but give 
specific donations to the women’s 
organizations—national, state and 
local—so that the feminine con- 
tingent can run its own offices, 
think its own thoughts. and spread 
them. That does not mean the 
women will not support the.men’s 
policies. But it does mean that 
they can present to the men poli- 
gies and methods of work which 
have a special appeal to women.

“WHY DO YOU PATRONIZE such an inefficient organ- 
ization, Dr. Crane?” some of your readers may inquire. 

For two main reasons. First, it is more accessible to my 
effice by a full city block. Second, there is one young fellow 
on the force who is a real applied psychologist. He is the very 
opposite of the others. He is genial and cordial, animated 
and vivacious. He put on a clever sales talk for weeks until 
he finally persuaded me to buy my gasoline from him, though 
for years I had been patronizing a station near my home.

A modern organization should check upon its workers 
regularly to find who are failing to come up to specifications. 

If they remain resistant to such 
training, then get them out of contact with the general public. 

Men who “front” for any business should be trained sales- 
men, whether they stand at cashier windows in banks or post 
offices, or work on parking lots.

This ques- 

tion cannot be answered with a 

plain’ yes or no, Nothing can re- 

place the flavor that olive oil 

provides, but if you are interest- 

ed only in the fat content, then 
any oil can be used. 

Olive oil has such a distinct 
flavor that even when it is used 
with other highly flavored food 
eproducts such as onions, garlic 
and tomatoes, for instance, it can 
be identified. You have probably 
discovered this in a sauce 
for spaghetti or a barbecue sauce 
also applies to 
salad dressings. When I have 
olive oil and fine vinegar, I am 
inclined to scant other seasonings 
of high flavor so as to enjoy the 
natural taste of the main ingre- 
dients. 

Of course olive oils,may differ 
greatly in natural flavor. Some 
‘are much more delicate than oth- 
ers. The oils are made from 
fine quality olives and they are 
extracted carefully. Most of us 


. buy our olive oil by brand, as then 


we can count on having consist- 
ent flavor whether we like this 
mild or more ‘intense. We may 
even choose two types, one for 
salad dressings and one for cook- 
ery if we have the tastes of an 
epicure. 

Spaghetti With Meat Sauce. 

Two large onions, chopped; one 
clove garlic, two green peppers, 
chopped; 4% pound mushrooms, 44 
cup olive oil, one pound ground, 
round steak; one No. 3 can toma- 
toes, one small can tomato paste, 
one cup water, % cup chopped 
parsley, two teaspoons salt, % 
teaspoon thyme, %4 teaspoon rose- 
mary, 42 teaspoon oregano, pep- 
per, one pound thin spaghetti, 
boiled and drained; one cup grat- 
ed cheese. 

Saute the onions, garlic, pep- 
pers and mushrooms about three 
minutes in the olive oil. Remove 
garlic. Add meat and brown light- 
ly. Add tomatoes, tomato paste, 
water and seasonings. Covér and 
let simmer one hour. Add wine 
and continue cooking another 
hour. Pour over the drained, 
cooked spaghetti and pass grated 
cheese. Yield: six servings. 

Chicken Cacciatora. 

Ingredients: One three or four 
pound frying chicken, cut in 
pieces; salt, pepper, one clove 
garlic, % cup olive oil, one No. 3 
can tomatoes, two onions, chopp 
can tomatoes, two onions, 
chopped; two green peppers, 
chopped; % teaspoon oregano, 
¥& teaspoon rosemary. 

Rub the chicken pieces with 
salt, pepper and garlic. Brown in 
hot oil in skillet. Add tomatoes, 
onions, and peppers, oregano and 
rosemary. Cover and let simmer 
until chicken is tender. Yield: 
four servings.

“Idea”"—A Big Little Word 
66 ER sweet idea wandered 
H through his thoughts.” 

The poet’s allusion was 
to the maiden’s sweet image! 
And in this line by a contempo- 
rary of Shakespeare we find the 
old concept of the word “idea.” 

“Idea” is: from the Greek, 
“idein,” to see. Its modern sense 
is sustained here to the extent 
that an idea is something seen by 
the mind. If this strikes the read- 
er as torturing the connection, it 
is the measure of how the term’s 
usage has developed away from 
its derivation. 

In the line quoted, we find the 
primary sense of “idea” still 
showing through Elizabethan 
English. Shakespeare gave a still 
more graphic example of this 
~— as follows: 

eing the right idea of your 
father both in your form and no- 
bleness' of mind.” 

The foregoing might be consid- 
ered a transition phase in the his- 
tory of “idea” between the lit- 
eral “look” of its origin in the 
Greek root, and the present ab- 
stract sense of an idea as a 
thought, a viewpoint about some- 
thing. 

However, the word’s develop- 
ment not require all the in- 
tervening centuries to occur, The 
abstract eaeation started in 
Greek antiquity, in the golden 
age of men who exalted the mind 
above riches and even above 
rank, and from whose ideas or 
viewpoint on human affairs we 
have our richest intellectual heri- 
tage. 

The examples quoted here of 
half-literal, half-applied usage of 
this little word “idea” are a 
unique reminder of how our fore- 
fathers in the British Isles took 
to classical learning when the 
Rennaissance reached their shores.

Arizona has been called the 
original home of the Ocotillo, but 
there is doubt on this point. The 
plants also grow in western Texas, 
New Mexico, California’ and 
Mexico. 

The Ocotillo has a very short 
trunk, but its branches rise to a 
height ef from six to 12: feet. 
Bright red flowers appear on the 
branches. As many as 500 flowers

provide with 
what has been called a “brilliant 
a glowing like lighted can- 
es.” 


Spring is the time when the 
Ocotillo bloems. The flowers pro- 
vide nectar, a thick sticky sirup 
which is slightly sweet. 

The flowers fade away, and 
their place is taken by pods 
which contain white silky seeds. 
After the pods. split, the wind 
edfrries the seeds to various parts 
of the desert. 

A rosin covers Ocotillo branch 
es, and the dried branches burn 
very well. The Pima Indians, also 
the’ Papagos, cut the branches 
into pieces about a foot long, and 
used them for torches. 

Deserts of the Old World, also 
have plants of special kinds, and 
none of them is more important 
than the date palm. From date 
palms, the desert people of the 
Sahara obtain their most impor- 
tant_local food. Dates also supply 
f for people in desert parts of 
Arabia. 

Date palms differ from the 
Ocotillo and various other desert 
plants in this way: they need a
